Joseph Shipley, esq,, West Point, repre-
sentutivedoct from the Fifteenth district,
Cuming county, was born in Englind in
1838, nnd emlerated with his parents to
Rhodo Island <2 1842, Ho coune to Omaha n
his carly manhood and enlisted i Company
CLFirst Nebraska infuntey, ns a private, dJune
15, 1801, At Batesville, Ark., e re-enlistod
a8 a voteran Jununary 1, 1564, and wons dis-
charged ot Omaha July 1, 15546, having been
In nll the battles nnd compiiens of his reel-
ment.  Aflter his discharge in July, 1506, he
took up & homestead in Cuming county,
whore e has shimee been cnguged in favin-
Ing, Mr. Shiploy waa for sceventeen yours
treasurer of his school distelvt, was elocted
county supervisor in18=3and hy the boned
olected its chairman, He s opposedto  pro-
hibitlon in any form,

P, F. Rohan, esq., of Noweastlo, ropresen-
totive-clodt from  the Eighteenth distrior,
Dixon county, was born an Ircland and Is
fortv-seven yours old, He cune to the
United  Stutes when four vears of age and
settiod  in the state of New York. He
enlisted inthe army in 1861, and  seeved ot
the siege of Poaersbyreg and ot Dutch Gap,
nnd was  with the Fort Fisher expedition,
At the close of the wor ha was ionovably dis-
charged and returned to New York, but in
IS6S eatmie o Nebraska and  located in the
then unsettled county of Dixen, whoere he
has resided eversinee.  Mre [ohan hoas never
before hiold any public office, except that of
county assessor for two terms.  Hehad al-
ways beon an active demoerat until he joined
the alliance movement, and was electod to
the legtslnture ns an indepondont. By ooeu-

tion he isafarmer aod  school teacher,

r. Rohan declined to detine his  position on
the question of secking to scouve statulory
prohibition, bu% as be isa prohibitonist, it
may be inferred that should such a bill bo in-
troduced he would support it,

Dr. J. M. Alden of Pioree, represontative-
elect from the Nineteenth district, Cedar nnd
Plerce countios, was born in Oswego county,
New York, in 1544 In 1804 he removed to
Van Buren eounty, Michigun, and attended
the univomsity at Aon Arbor till 18566, Then
he studicd medicine in the Jefferson medical
college, Philadelphia, and graduated there in
1871 Drr. Alden has boen o reshlent of Plerce
county for the last elght vears, during which
time he his been engngedin operating a stock
farm, aud alsoin the practice of his profes-
slon.  Politically he is arepubliean, having
voted for tiraut in 1908, and for every repub-
hean prosldent sinee,  The doctor is unquali-
fledly opposed to meddling with the present
high liconse Law,

V. A, MeCQuteheon, esq, of St. Edward,
the ropresentative-clect of the Dwenty-see
ond district, Hoone county, was born in
Muskingum county, Ohio, in 1541. He on-
isted iy company K, ‘Cwonty-fivst lowa in-
fantry, July, 1502, and his tivse millary  ex-
porienco was in fighting jruerrillas in Mis-
sourl. Later ho wias in the Port Gibson
Chumpion Hili charge at Black River bridge,
at the selge of Vieksvurg uwnder Genernl
Grrant and was ot the eapture of Mobile, the
Spanish Fort and Blakely, Hoe was mustored
out In August, 1865, aftoe three viears of hard
und netive service, Mre, MoColeheon  came

to Nebruska twelve years ago  ood
took  up  the farm In  Hoone county
upon which hio now  lives. Ho
wis filways 4 straight  republican

until this year, when he joined the independ-
ent purty, and was by it clocted to the legls-
Iature. His views on the proposed substitu-
tion of slaturor{y prohibition for high license
are nob neported,

Henry Stevens, esq., of Genoa, ropresenta-
tiveelect from the 'j‘w-'ul.y-ﬂi'l.h distriet,
Platte and Nance counties, was borm at
Beverly, Adams county, 111, October 18, 1847,
and resided thore until October 1552, when
he came to Nobraska nnd settled in the west-
ern part of ’latte county, vear Gopon, Mr.
Stovons {4 o famer, and nas been all his life.
In 1862 ho enlisted o the Ninety-ninth Illi-
nols volunteers, and seeved until July, 1565, Mr.
Stoevens has been o hife-long wpuhﬁwn. but
Jolued the alllancesbout s yoar ngo, and wus
made president of the Platte county organiza-
tion. Lator he was nominsted by the inde-

ndonts for the legislature snd endorsed by

he ropublicans, He uus nover before held
any public ofive, He (s opposed to the re.
al of the present high license law, beciuso
he peoole at the lnte election guve su o~
phatie decision agalnst prohibition,

Jucob Hill, esq., of Juniata, senator-clect
from the Twenty-soventh disteiot, Adsms
county, wns born in Beneca eounty, Ohlo,
Marchi 10, 1885, He came to Nobraska in 1853
and sottled in Adams county, where ho hins
ever since realded. NMr. Hill had always boen
& domoctat until he joined the alllance, He
was elected to the senate as an indopendent.
Mr. Hill s a prohibitionlst and vomlmtor the
amendment, declurug if it carmed he
would do all he could to have an effective
law to enforce 1t. But since the
amendment woas defeated, Mr. Hill accopts
the people’s verdict and does not tavor the
passuge of a probibltory law o tuke the place
of our present high license law,

Francls Dunn, esq., of Itogers, reprosenta.
tive-eloot from the Twentysixth district,
Colfax county, wis born I thoe northern

inece of lreland, and bas resided n Ne-

ka nnd In Colfax county twenty-elght
years. Heo was formerly a republic ut
wia oloeled to the house as an independont.
Has nevor bold any hiqbrr afive than that of
ustios of the pomes,  Hoe says that s to the
I.In.u“h low b s perfectly satistied with [t as

Willlam H. Taylor, esq.. of Brainard, rep:
sosentutive-eloct for the Tweaty-oghth dis-

trict, Butler county, is about forty
aze and by ocoupation & farmer and insur-
adce ngent, o politics ho has always boor. a
stannch republican and sn advocenta of proki-
bitlon. In April of this year he joinel the
alliancoand by that organization waa norl-
nated for the [eeislitur, the repubilicans sub-
poquently endorsing him,  Un accepting the
republicen ondorsement  he  said fu the
colivention thut cn all Important Issues he
would vote with tint party. On the question
of probibition he declared bofoca the elsction
thiat if the amendmont earriod he would do
ull in his power to enforee i, but if it were
defented o should not try tosccure statutory
protiibition,

Jurios Smith, esq., of Friend, a represéntin-
tiye-elict frdm the “Thicty-first distelet, Sa-
line county, was born In Treeland in 1840 and
chme 0 this tountey with  his parents when
ho was six yoars old.

1962, when he enlisted in the Ninosy-fourth
Hlinols volunteor Infuntry  sud served threo

cats, Aftur the wae ho returned to farm-
ng dn Hlinols and continued there untll
1874, when he came to Nobraska and
hought & farm  near Friend, dpon which
o  hus  Jived ovor smmee.  Mr, Smith
soys Lo was formorly a ropublican; he wis
elécted as an independent.  He omits to give
bis views on the question of prohibition,
should an attenipt be mnae in thoe legislature

B B thin ks b pays botter to market his corn
on the hoof, Mre Clapp is 4 repubbican and
s proud of the fuct that o haes voted that
tieet  at  onell oleetlon for the  last
thirty wyoars, He has nlways been o
prominent fuetor in the loeal polities of his
oty nnd wis olected county cleek in 187W,
aud Hlled thot position two torms, having
betrm ones of tho most efieiont eloris Tili'i'tﬂl!]'
ty over had,  When the farmers’ nlliance was
first organlied In his county, Mp. Clapp
Jolned ity but Jdid not go with the orgaolzation
Into fmlil.u‘s. proferving to remain in the re-
publiciu party. Hols noncommittal oo the
stilject of proulbiton and has not yet decided
bhow he would stand should the question be
raisod of adopting  statutory  probibition in
pliee of the Siocumb law.

J, MO Gunnett, eaq., of York, the represen-
tativecleet from the Thirtv-eighth distriot,
was boro on s farm  oear Franklort Springs,
Deaver county, Pounsyivisiag in 1550, In
1S58 Dils prrents removed W Jacks<on county,
Ohio, where thoey 1 Pood potil 1574, w hen
they removed o Sangiwnon eounty, llinois,
where thoy purchiased o farm near Spring-
fleld,  Iooisss Mp Glunnott cameto Nebras-
ki nnd sottled in York county, where he s
since been wugoged  in farming, In 1352 he
wis clected on the people's  lndependent
teket for nisossor, and I8 at prosont counuty
secrotiey  of the alllmes, e hos always
elaimed to be oo independopt ropublican, aond
Is o strong prohibitionist, bul says  converns
ing thoe proposition to substitute a  prohibe-

thiut  the will of the people 15 su-
preme and must b hieeded. In
thes Face of tho henyy and

wverwhelwing defeat whileh probibition e
celved o the state, hedon't see how he chn
vota consclentionsly for statutory prohibition
when the people bave shown conclusively
that thoy aun't want it Hod there been only
o sl majority against the auendment ho
might hiave voted forn law o accomplish the
prrpose of that mnendment,but ouly after be
g fully sutistled that his constiiuents
wanted it,

Ole Bredeson, esq., of Greshinm, ropresen-
tativevlovt [rom the Thirty-ninth distreiet,
Polk county, wias born in Norway, in 1864,
His fumily belonged to the common o lnbor-
ing class of people, but hie was raised by one
of the wnoble families of that coun-
try. Whoen he waus fourteen  years of
age he was socretly admitted to a labor or-
ganization and made its corresponding seere-
tary, He came o the Unitea States in 1860
una juined the abelition party, but later
supported Peter Cooper, the first greenback
candidate for presidont,

My, Bredeson is ono of the pioneers of Ne-
braske, and wis  elocted tho first sheriff of
Polk county, but did nov quulify becanse ba
didh not want the offtee, At the late election
he supported the prohibitory amendment,
but now that o majority of the people haye
declurod agninst iv he favors on amendment
to the present high licenso law, making all
lieense moneyr puvablo into the state school
fund for equal distribution. He may thore-
fure be sot down as opposad to statutory pro-
hibition,

Willlnm P, Porter, esq., of Clarks, Merriclk
county, representative-clect  from the
Fortivth disteiet, was born in Champaign
county, Hlipois, June 1, 1861, and enme to
Nebpslen Apeil 5 1570, © Ho loented on o
firm near Ularks and has continued since
then its successtul cultivation.  Mwr Portor
comes froman old lne of ropublicans, and
nlways voted the republican ticket until tho
just presidentinl clection, when be supported
the prohibition ticket, In 1587 e was
elected Justive of the peace on the republicnn
tieket, and still vetalus that ofMce,  Mre, Por-
ter received o good comion schonl edueation,
nnd is an intelligont, practical former, Ho
was elected to the logislature as an  alliapee

candilate, While  belug persoually
an  advoenste « of and & boliover in
prohibition, he accepts the recent over-
whelming  aefoat o that movement
us a fair expression  of the
wishes of tho people, und will favor

the continuntion of the presont high license
law, with perbinps, o little modification as to
loeal option

E'red Newberry esq,of Aurora, a ropresen-
tative-elect fromthe Forty-firstdisteiet, Hun-
ilton eounty, was born in (Mmstead county,
Minnesotn, In 1858, and was raised onn
farm, Hislife has been an uneventful one
and he has never beflore held s public offlee.
Mr. Newberry was always o republican uniil
lie juined the alliance this year, byt never
took an aetive part in polities, Heis of the
opiuion that tho legislature should not ennot
any prohibitory liguor law in contravention
of thy expressed will of the people,

5, M. Elder, ¢sq., of Cly Center, n repre-
sentative of the Forty-second district, Clay
county, was born in Crittenden county, Ken-
taeky, Jonuary L1, 1847, IHis parents pe-
moved to [linols when he was four years old.
Ha came to Nebraska in 1571, lovated in Clay
county, waking the first entry on land in
what 15 now Lone 'rea precinot and bullt the
first house betweon Sutton and  Spring
Ranch, the distance between them Lulng
thirty-five miles. Mr. yiéb  owns
the land he first entered it
being now o highly culiivated
farm, nnd lived upon it till 1887, whon he re-
moved to Clny Center. He hus alwavs been
m republivan aud is now serving bis second
term ns coroner of his county. He took a
very netive part in the late eloction, making
many speeches in ditferent parts of his
county, aud wad clected as anindependent,
My, Elder says, in view of the result of the
late vote ou the prohibitory amendment, he
doos not consider it expedient to ropeal the
high lHeense Inw and substitute for it statu-
tory prohibition,

Lognn Meltoynolds, esq., of Fairfield, the
second ropresentative-elect from the Forty-
second distriet, was born in Gibson county,
Indisna, Febroary 10, 1847, and poassed his
boyhood on n farm in Ilisois, where hoe se-
guired bis education in the common schools
of that stute ot such intervals as his farm
labor permitted. Soon after becoming of age
ha m;lmgml in morcantile business and con-
tinue in It for ten years, A few
yoars ho removed to Kansas, where he was
engneed n farming until 1854, when he camo

to Nebraska aud located in Cluy county. Mp
Melteynolds was o demoeent In polities notil
the ludependont movoment was Inaupurited,

when he took an active part in the organizn-
tion of furmers' allinnces in  his county, and
now holds sevoral offices in that orgunization,
and was clected ns an independent, Mr, Me-
Reynolds was in favor of and voted for the pro-

Towiy, Tor two  terms, 1877 o 1881 and wis o
woembor of the legislnture of that stutein
1884, whoen the prohbibition Iaw was poassed,
und gaves the dacidiog vote on thot mensaroe.
Her is still a prohibitionist, but s opposed to
oy atempt o foree p measure oo Lhe people
of Nobraska thut thoy have alivady vepuidi-
atedd at the ballot bax,  Me Johidon snvs the
sittintion wis  aiffedent whea he voted o the
Towan legisliture For statuytory prohibition,
The peaple thero had by o tmagority deeidud
in fovor of u prohiibition amenduient to the

Sherman county,  Mr, Dickerson hoas alwiys
biron & democent until this yoar; he was
elected as an independent, this being his fiest
public oMes,  He is strongly in faver of tho
existing high Heenso law and will oppose any
Ilw!umt. o substitute for it a probibition

the botter, both for patient and doctor.

[ all manipulntions estrame gontleness
must be used, espeelaily with eblldren. Noso-
blesa and hemworrhage from denuded  sur-
faces may be easily provokod, both of which
should be cantiously avoldod.

Gond nursing is of pardmount fmportance,
Sea that your best nurses have your diph-
therin enses in choarge.
